During this meeting Khoury 
apparently received a number of 
telephone calls from West Rmifc per- 
sonalities about the proposed deal to 
be offered to the. government. 

The petition, demanding that the 
military government immediately 
remove the settlement and vacate 
the remaining 82S dunams, was d ue 
to be presented this morning. 

Last month the court ruled that the 
seizure order issued by the military 
government' for the settlement was 
illegal and ordered that i$s dunams' 
belonging to the petitioners in the 
original suit be returned to them. 

A subsequent government decision 
confirmed the . court's order in 
respect of the 125 dunams (these 
were vacated last week) while delay- 
ing the return of the remaining land 
for another 60 days to enable the 
settlement to be relocated. The 
lawyers maintain in their petition 
that the government had no right to 
grant itself this delay and that the 
court’s ruling applies to all of the ; 
land. 

Khoury met with State Attorney 
Gavriel Bach yesterday morning to 
discuss a request to send his own 
land surveyors to the site and during 
this conversation proposed that he 
would withhold submitting the peti- 
tion on' behalf of the villagers in 
return for die release of Shak'a from 
jail and cancellation of the expulsion 
proceedings. He apparently agreed 
Shak’a would be removed from his 
post as mayor of Nablus, serving on 
the city council instead. 

The petition would bd' withheld' to 
enable the government to reach a 
settlement with the settlers at Eilon 
Moreh. who have so far refused to 
budge.

Naor insisted that the speeding up 
of the autopsies amendment had 
nothing to do with the coalition 
problems with Aguda. But he con-

The Israel Medical Association is 
planning to launch a nationwide 
campaign to mobilise public opinion 
against allowing religious pressure 
to change the present regulations 
governing autopsies. Dr. Rami 
Ylshay, president of the IMA. an- 
nounced over the weekend. 

As the law now. stands, a team of 
three doctors must determine if an 
autopsy Is necessary, and the 
medical team can overrule the 
wishes of the family if it feels there 
are valid medical reasons. 

Ylshay charged that the proposed 
change in the law "would con- 
siderably lower the -standards of 
medicine practised in Israel, with 
the patients being the main suf- 
ferers.’’ 

Ylshay said he has asked to meet 
with Shostak to explain the. IMA’a 
stand. 

liberal Minister without Portfolio 
Moshe Nisslm told The Jerusalem. 
Post last night that he expected "no 
problems'* over the proposed autop- 
sies amendment within his party’s 
Knesset faction. 

Several Liberals opposed the abor- 
tions' amendment, but Nisslm in- 
dicated that the autopsies amend- 
ment is not seen as religious coer- 
cion.

Mecca situation still unclear; 
Saudis say they’re in control 


Jerusalem Pest Staff 
The takeover of Mecca’s Grand 
Mosque ' by Moslem rebels was 
shrouded in confusion last night- as 
reports conflicted over the outcome . 
of operations there, by Saudi troops. 

Riyadh radio claimed that the 
Saudi government bad regained con- 
trol of the mosque, Islam's holiest 
shrine, and that all of the gunmen 
who took it over last Tuesday had 
been forced to surrender. 

"An end was put to this criminal 
action, thanks to the good efforts ex- 
erted by the security forces. This ab- 
normal group .was forced to sur- 


render,” the radio claimed. 
However, it gave no further details 
on the number of rebels, their identi- 
ty or the casualties. 

“The whole mosque is under our 
control. ’’ Saudi OU Minister Sheikh 
Ahmed Zaki Yam ant declared, 
although he stressed that “some 
gangs are still in the basement" 
holding a number of hostages. 

The rebels were earlier reported to 
number in the hundreds and to be 
equipped with a large quantity of 
weapons as well as with large 
amounts of food and water.

Prime Minister Menoheza Begin 
told the cabinet yesterday that be 
hoped to be able to report "in the 
- next few days” on the implementa- 
tion of the earlier decision, to 
evacuate Eilon Moreh. Begin was 
responding to a pointed question 
from .Defence Minister Ezer Weiz- 
man who asked; "When will the 
decision be implemented and have 
any actions towards its implementa- 
tion been taken as yet?" 

The decision, which Begin has said 
la the government's. "last word" on 
Ellon Moreh, was taken last week: It 
called for the evacuation of part of 
the site late Wednesday (which was 
done) , and of the remainder "within 
four to six weeks." It also declared 
the. government's intention to build 
for the EUon Moreh settlers a new 
site, at Jabal Kabir, ‘also near 
Nablus — if the settlers' agree to 
leave Eilon Moreh peacefully. 

So far the settlers, and the -Gush 
Tgrryn n i rn movement which hacks 
them, have not indicated what their 
decision will he. 

Government officials refuted 
yesterday to specify what the final 
deadline is for the government., to 
begin work at Jabal Kabir In orderto 
build the alternative settlement 
within the four-to-slx week deadline. 
But several well-placed sources In- 
dicated thqt that deadline was ap- 
proaching and that the Billon Moreh 
. settlers must 'therefore give the 
government their answer within a 
matter of days. 

The Prime Minister did not, alter 
all, submit to the cabinet yesterday a 
draft proclamation on the future of 
the Jewish settlements in Judea and 
ZwwfcTia. After a weekend of behind- 
the-scenes consultations with the 
attorney-general and key ministers. 
Begin was persuaded, as he told the 
cabinet yesterday, that such a 
proclamation would be Inopportune. 

The proclamation was to have un- 
derscored the government’s respon- 
sibility towards existing and future 
. settlements on the West Bank. But It 
would have been couched in political 
rather than legal language, because 
Israel is committed under the Camp 
David accords not to change the 
legal status of the West Bank at least 
.for the next several years. . 

The .proposed proclamation en- 
couhterecL-Cas.xepmied.here y ester 
day) opposition frqm both doves and 
hawks. The doves saw il as a move to 
appease Gush Emunlm, and opposed 
It therefore as an abasement. The 
hawks regarded It as too vague to be 
meaningful and to Inspire new con- 
fidence In the settlers and would-be 
settlers on the West Bank. . 

The hawk-dove dichotomy, as em- 
' bodied in the volatile personalities of 
Ariel Sharon and Ezer Weizman. 
surfaced at the cabinet meeting 
yesterday despite the absence of the 
draft proclamation to argue about. 

Agriculture Minister Sharon said 
it would be unthinkable tor there to be 
no Jewish settlement alongside 
Nablus, the hotbed of Arab 
nationalist extremism. He seemed to 
imply thereby that the government 
should go ahead and buDd Jabal 
Kabir even without the Ellon Moreh 
settlers' expressed readi n ess to 
move there. 

"The fact that Arabs are stoning 
Jews in the suburbs of Jerusalem 
wants explaining," Sharon went on, 
in a disparaging reference to Weix- 
maa's handling of security in the ad- 
ministered territories. 

Weizman observed that "In the 
last week or so more Jews have been 
stoned by. fellow Jews than by 
Arabs." 

Sharon said be had warned the 
Eilon Moreh settlers that if they 
caused the fall of this' government 
they would get a Labour-led coali- 
tion. which would do their cause no 
good; "or else, much worse, a 
different government comprising 
the same elements as constitute the 
present coalition." This was a clear 
reference to the possibility of Ezer 
Weizman taking over should 
Menafcem Begin step down. 

In connection with West Bank 
settlements. Begin made It clear 
that each and every future decision 
to set up a new settlement or turn a 
Nahal post into a civilian settlement 
would have to be taken by the 
Cabinet Defence Committee, with 
the right of appeal from there to the 
full cabinet. 

Begin made the point in reply to 
Justice Minister Shmuel Tamir’a 
"appeal" against the decision last 
week of the "ad hoc cabinet com- 
mittee on settlement" to approve in 
principle the. creation of 29 new 
settlements, the conversion of 12

Egypt reoccupies A-Tur 
in fifth Israeli handover

A-TUR. — Egypt recovered lie 
Alma oilfields in Sinai yesterday 
after 12 years of Israeli rule, gaining 
the first major financial benefit from 
the peace treaty signed last March. 

The return of the oilfields com- 
pleted the first stage of Israel's 
withdrawal from Sinai under the 
terms of the treaty. 

■ It also means that, even at Egypt's 
planned lower extraction rate ol 20 ,- 
000 barrels a day, the country will 
gain about $25 0m. a year in foreign 
exchange. 

Egypt's flag was raised in a brief 
military ceremony at the airfield 
here, and Egypt regained control of 
2,240 square kilometres of desert, 
some 2,500 Beduin, and the splendid 
scuba-diving area at Ras Mohamm- 
ed. 

Israel's representative on the 
Israeli-Egyptian Sinai commission, 
Tat-Aluf Dov Sion, contrasted what 
he said was the security and stability 
of Egypt and Israel with what he 
called the Instability of other coun- 
tries in the area. 

He spoke of “extremist groups 
which profane holy places and others 
.which violate diplomatic im- 
nutaityT' clearly referring to “the 
seizure of the Grand Mosque in Mec- 
ca last Tuesday and the occupation 
of the U.S. embassy in Teheran. 

The head of the Egyptian team, 
Brigadier General Safey-Eddln Abu 
Shnab, said he wondered what would 
have happened if Egypt had given Jn 
to pressure from' Arab opponents of 
the peace initiative two years ago 


when Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat came to Jerusalem. 

He predicted that the Palestinian 
question would be resolved in accor- 
dance with the Camp David peace 
accords. 

Abu Shnab said this fifth Israeli 
handover was proof of the "power of 
peace." 

' “Peace la a brilliant sun dispelling 
false illusions. The land that Egypt 
has regained through the power of 
peace is an achievement of civiliza- 
tion that opens the way to the securi- 
ty of the entire area and its peoples," 
Abu Shnab said. 

During the handover ceremony 
one Egyptian soldier collapsed on 
the runway. All the members of the 
Egyptian honour guard and military 
band were wearing their winter un- 
iforms, and the hot Sinai sun caused 
large perspiration stains to appear 
on the blue wool. 

After the handover the last convoy 
of Israeli trucks, buses, jeeps and ' 
other vehicles pulled slowly out of 
the town. Only two Israelis remained 
in A-Tur. They are Mekorot 
employees whose job is to operate 
the pump that supplies water from 
local wells to Israelis and Beduin in 
Southern Sinai. 

In his speeches at previous han- 
dover ceremonies' Abu Shnab had 
repeatedly said that, with each piece 
of land Egypt regains, the "ex- 
aggerations" of the rejectionist Arab 
states who have denounced the 
peace treaty are weakened and dis- 
proved.

TEL AVIV. — The one-day 
genera! strike called for 
tomorrow to protest the 
government's latest economic 
measures was endorsed at a 
riotous meeting of the labour 
federation's executive yester- 
day. But some workers groups 
have said they will not strike, 
and the economic cabinet yester- 
day called on workers to boycott 
the strike and warned that 
government employees would 
not be paid if they did not work 
tomorrow. 

The employers organizations will 
today ask the National Labour Court 
to ban the strike. A similar applica- 
tion by the Likud Histadrut faction 
was rejected by the Tel Aviv Labour 
Court yesterday. 

If the strike goes according to 
plan, public transport will not be 
affected; supermarkets wlU be open 
from 8 to 10 a.m.; elementary 
schools and kindergartens will close 
at II a.m. (high schools will be open, 
the Association of Secondary School 
Teachers decided yesterday); air 
transport will shut down from 11 
a.m. to 1 p.m.; Knpat Hoiim clinics 
will be open from 8 to 10 a.m.; 
hospitals will operate on a sabbath 
schedule ; newspapers will appear as 
usual, but radio and TV will broad- 
cast only news. 

The Histadrut decided yesterday 
to call off a mass rally planned for 
the Knesset today, because of doubts 
whether police would grant a 
licence. Instead, the rally will be at 
the Histadrut headquarters in Tel 
Aviv at 2 p.m. 

The strike is to protest steep price 
rises, looming recession and un- 
employment, and the government’s 
failure “to impose any hardships on 
the well-to-do." 

Voting in the Histadrut Executive 
was nearly unanimous, as Likud 
representatives walked out before 
the count. They complained that the 
Alignment, which dominates the 


labour federation, had called the 
strike to weaken the government. 
They also protested the refusal to 
allow Finance Minister Ylgael Hur- 
vitz to address the executive before 
the decision. 

Arguing their case in court this 
morning, the employers arc ex- 
pected to say the strike violates 
labour agreements. 

Yesterday, the Histadrut Ex- 
ecutive authorized the Central Com- 
mittee to be ready to change strike 
plans to conform with the court's rul- 
ing. 

Kibbutz movements affiliated with 
the Histadrut have said members 
will work in their enterprises. But 
Mussa Harif. secretary of Thud 
Hakvuizot Vehakibbutzlm, said he 
expected hired workers to accept 
Histadrut discipline. 

Some government employees are 
reportedly opposed to the strike. In 
Bnci Brak, 100 of the 300 municipal 
employees signed a declaration say- 
ing they will work tomorrow. 

The Histadrut Teachers Union has 
said members will strike only after 
11 o'clock. But Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer has appealed to 
the teachers not to strike at all. 

The National Religious Party's 
Haklbbulz Hadati movement and the 
Likud-affiliated Histadrut Ha'ovdim 
Hcleumit also oppose the strike. 

Shai's two Histadrut Exeuctlve 
members yesterday voted for the 
strike, but later announced their op- 
position. 

Likud-faciion leaflets urge 
workers to refrain from causing 
billions of pounds in damage to the 
economy. 

They also urged secret ballots on 
the strike decision. MK Meir Cohen, 
head of the Likud faction in the 
Histadrut, complained that some 
workers arc being coerced to strike. 
He promised details today. 

The Likud-Alignment confronta- 
tion began yesterday morning in the 
Tel Aviv Labour Court, where the 
Likud's attorney, Yedidya Be’eri, 
said the Histadrut had not given the 
mandatory 15 days' notice of a

The 
ministers also decided yesterday to 
increase the powers ’of the tax 
authorities to attack bank accounts 
of tax evaders, and the tax 
authorities plan to publish In the dai- 
ly press a list of convicted tax- 
dodgers. 

The economic cabinet also decided 
to set up a staff for increasing the ef- 
ficiency of the public sector. 


Ministers set to review autonomy talks

If there is no change in their prices 
by December 1, the bonds now trad- 
ed on th'e stock market will be at 
least 20 per cent below the cost of 
new issues. This means that the long- 
term saver, who plans to hold onto 
his bonds until maturity, can 


purchase them at a price which will 
guarantee an exceptionally high 
profit. 

The Bank of Israel, which bought 
up 11 i 60m. worth of bonds yesler- 
da> . hopes that their prices will stop 
falling by today. The finance 
minister and the bank's governor 
decided yesterday not to alter the 
central bank's policy of intervention 
in the bond market. That is, the bonk 
will not allow the bonds to plummet, 
but neither will it assure the short- 
term investor of a profit.

In answer to questions, the 
Treasury spokesman said that 
Rieger and MK Stalomo Eliahu had 
participated as experts in the 
meeting which had decided that 
there should be no change in the cen- 
tral bank's policy of Intervention in 
the bond market.

threatened to stop working on Satur- 
days and holidays and said they 
would launch a general strike if the 
management continues to delay

them. 

“If the management wants to keep 
, us tied to a 1976 wage agreement, 

! we'll work according to that agree- 
ment — by the book. That means no 
work on Saturdays and holidays," 
Danny Keren, a works committee 
spokesman said yesterday. 

The workers also said they would 
| prevent Captain Baruch Fusman, a 
leader of the air crews, from flying, 

\ because he said that there are 8,000 
superfluous ground workers. 

So far the management has avoid- 
ed conflict with the workers on this 
round. The chairman of E3 Al's board of 
directors, Avraham ["Buma"J 
Shavlt revealed yesterday that he 
had rejected a proposal to request 
back -to -work .orders or to take the 
workers to a labour court. 

Work resumed at El Al yesterday 
following- the ground workers' "war- 
ning strike" over the weekend, 
which led to the cancellation of eight 
flights and Incurred damages of 
ILl5m. 

Four of El Al's 10 flights scheduled 
for yesterday suffered delays of two 
to three hours due to the late arrival 
of planes. Of the 2,800 passengers 
whose plans were disrupted by the 
strike, 2,300 were transferred to 
other flights. Some 500 pilgrims who 


spent Saturday night in Tel Aviv at 
the expense of El Al, were flown 
home yesterday. 

Shavit met with the ground 
workers' works committees yester- 
day and tried to impress upon them 
the gravity of the airline's situation 
and the urgent need for cooperation 
if the company is to be saved. He 
appealed to workers not to “torpedo 
this last chance" to save the com- 
pany. 

But his words failed to dispel the 
workers' bitterness over his refusal 
to sign the wage agreement with 
them. "We told him we will not 
tolerate a management which does 
not respect agreements," a works 
committee spokesman, Gllad 
Solomon told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday. 

The ground works committees are 
preparing for a long bitter struggle 
in which they are fully supported by 
the Histadrut, Solomon said. “We're 
still working according to a wage 
agreement from March 1976. What 
manufacturer would sell his goods 
for a 1976 price today? ■ we ashed 
Shavlt. If the management signs the 
wage agreement as it promised, we 
will cooperate in the company’s 
cure. But Shavit and the manage- 
ment refuse to sign," Solomon said. 

El Al's board of directors decided 1 
Last week that wage agreements 
with the ground workers and air 
crews would be integral parts of the 
overall retrenchment programme. 

If El Al's works committees, 
management and the Histadrut can't 
agree on a wage settlement by 
December 31 this year, the board of 
directors will consider closing the 
airline.

TEL AVIV. — More sanctions next 
week by th£j country's elementary 
school teachers appeared In- 
creasingly likely yesterday follow- 
ing the Inability of the Education 
Ministry to commit Itself to pay 
teachers' salaries on time. 

Histadrut Teachers Union chair- 
man Shalom Levin said yesterday 
that the union's decision to begin a 
partial strike on December 3, unless 
It receives assurances that the 
teachers will receive salaries 
within one week of that date, stil}, 
stands. "At the moment they can’t 1 
tell us anything in the ministry. They 
say they are making great efforts to 
pay us by December 5, but their 
refusal to commit themselves is 
causing us grave concern," he said. 

The ministry’s problems stem 
from a partial strike of workers In its 
finance department during 
September and October. The 
workers returned to work three 
weeh&qgo after the ministry served 
them with back-to-work orders, but 


the dispute remains, unresolved. 

Last week other ministry workers 
began protest action in support of the 
finance department workers by 
refusing to forwhrd forms to them 
and holding up financial "procedures. 

A union source said yesterday that 
the union leadership was under great 
pressure from teachers to take a 
firm stand on the issue. "The 
teachers have not received proper 
salaries for two months. The ad- 
vances they are paid instead ore in- 
adequate, and now that the finance 
workers are back at work they want 
to be paid properly," the source said. 

Three weeks ago teachers sent 
their pupils home at 11 a.m. in 
protest against the non-payment of 
salaries. They resumed normal work 
following- four days of sanctions, 
after the ministry agreed to pay 
them compensation for their losses. 
Levin • said yesterday that next 
week's sanctions would be on the 
same pattern.

Jerusalem residents yesterday 
began receiving supplies of cooking 
gas following a three-week boycott 
by distributors. 

The distributors, who are indepen- 
dent contractors working on a com- 
mission basis, had objected to plans 
by the municipality to install central 
gas tanks in a slum rehabilitation 
project. The claimed they would lose 
business by the arrangement. The 
three large gas companies, unwilling 
to antagonize the distributors, did 
not submit bids for the tender. That 
left the field open to Petrol gas, a 
relative newcomer and the smallest 
of the gas companies. 


In what appeared to he an im- 
passe, the distributors had pressed 
the municipality — which did not 
consider Itself a party to the dispute 
— to give up its plans to install cen- 
tral gas tanks. The gas companies 
did not appear eager to settle the dis- 
pute and thus give an advantage to 
their small competitor. 

However, Energy Ministry 
Director-General Yosef Hagoel told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday that 
the strike had been settled. He said 
he could not provide details on the 
agreement that had been reached.

Speaker urges law to keep

Hie pledge vraa made by branch 
president Lon Stoltzman, In response 
to a challenge by world JNF chair* 
man Moshe Jtivlin, at the annual 
JNF conference. 

-~Riylin had urged the 200 delegates 


to do "everything possible to ensure 
that the sand dunes bordering Sinai 
will be populated with settlements." 
..Twenty settlements, are planned 
on more than 60,000 dunams near the 
border. 

Rlvlln described the Plt'hat 
Shalom project as “one of the JNF's 
greatest undertakings." 

British JNF has transferred Just 
under .£1.5m. to Israel In the current 
year. 

.Aside from the Plt'hat Shalom 
project, the JNF plans a 10,000-tree 
forest in memory of Lord Fisher of 
Camden, the Anglo- Jewish leader 
who died last month. It will be 
planted at Massuat Adulam, south of 
Jerusalem. 


Youths beat Dimona man to death 


DIMONA (Itim). — Four high school 
pupils are suspected in the killing 
Saturday night of a 22-year-old 
Dimona resident near the cinema in 
the town centre where they had just 
seen "Rocky n." 

. The victim .,waa Daniel Tpbol, who 
finished hid army service about a 
. month ago. Tobol was sitting in the 
cinema with a female friend when 
four youths behind them started 
teasing them. Tobol warned them to 
be quiet. 

On the way out of the cinema, the 
four allegedly jumped Tobol, dragg- 
ed Mm into a comer and beat Mm m 
theface and chest until he collapsed. 


He colled out to passersby, who took 
him to the local Ms gen David Adorn 
station, but he died shortly 
afterwards, . 

The four suspects, whose names 
have not been released because they 
are minors, ran from the scene of the 
beating, but police caught up with 
them. Police are considering the 
possibility that the movie, which Is 
about boxing and includes violent 
scenes, may have Influenced the 
youths. 

Tobol, who was a mechanic In the 
Air Force, is survived by his 
parents, three brothers and two 
sisters.

— A nationwide regional 
hospitalization, scheme will be im- 
plemented early in 1980 by Kupat 
Holim, whose members will be sent 
to government, public and Kupat 
Holim hospitals according to a 
."key" to be worked out between the 
sick fund and the government. A 
decision to Implement the new plan 
was taken on Friday by the sick 
fund’s Central Committee. 

After the meeting, Prof. Halm 
Doron, director-general of Kupat 
Holim, said that adoption of the 
arrangement- (which was preceded 
by lengthy .talks between him and 
Baruch Mod an, director-general of 
the Health Ministry) does not imply 
that the sick fund is willing to accept 
the national health Insurance bill as 
drawn up by the Health Ministry.

The -phantlflK of anti-government 
.slogans by .700 Peace Now 
demonstrators outside the Prime 
Minister's Office did not penetrate 
the walls of the room In which the 
cabinet meeting was under way 
yesterday, according to cabinet 
-secretary Arye Naor. But as the 
ministers left in their chauffeur- 
driven cars — each In his own way 
trying to appear oblivious to the 
demonstration — they all 
nevertheless furtively glanced or 
openly stared at the banners, 
placards and shouting 
demonstrators. 

"Thank goodness the cabinet room 
Is well Insulated," Naor said after 
the cabinet meeting. When his 
remarks were made known to his 
demonstrators, a young woman 
shouted book, "Yes, insulated In 
mind, spirit and heart." 


Calling Gush Emunlm the 
“Khomeini am" of Israel, comparing 
Premier Menahem Begin to the now 
deposed Iranian premier Mehdl 
Baz organ and calling for his resigna- 
tion, the crowd shouted "l, 2, 8, 4 — 
We don't want any war,” "Money for 
the slums, not new settlements," and 
similar slogans. The demonstration 
had started the day before In the 
capital's Liberty Bell Park, where 
5,000 rallied on Saturday night. 

The demonstrators, a third of 
whom had slept overnight in the 
small park at the toot ot the Bank of 
Israel’s mammoth construction site, 
whistled and booed as Begin drove 
away. 

But yesterday's cabinet meeting 
didn’t even focus on the Issues Peace 
Now supporters were protesting — 
West Bank settlements and what 
they called "the death throes of the 
peace process."

With most government ministries 
facing painful budget cuts, the 
Labour Ministry has been granted 
an additional ILOSm. by the 
Treasury. The money is to be used to 
retrain service workers for new jobs 
in industry, a Labour Ministry 
spokesman said yesterday. 

The establishment this week of an 
inter-departmental committee to ex- 
amine various aspects of vocational 
retraining should also boost the shift 
of workers from the services to 
productive work, the spokesman 
said. The committee's establishment 
was decided on yesterday at a 
meeting between Labour Ministry 
Director-General Yisrael Goralnfk 


and Treasury Director-General 
Ya'acov Nc'cman, In line with the 
spirit of the government's new 
economic moves. 

Headed by Goralnlk. the com 
mlttco will Include Treasury and 
Hlstadrut representatives and 
others from the Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Ministry and the Manufac- 
turers Association. It will hold its 
first meeting today. - 

It will investigate, and make 
recommendations to the cabinet on 
retraining, incentives for those mov- 
ing to productive jobs and for those 
In export industries, and 
arrangements for pensions and other 
social and fringe benefits for 
workers who switch to production. 


20% of seekers cured of alcoholism

Only 800 of Israel's estimated 5,000 
alcoholics have asked for help. 
Although only about 20 per cent of 
those have been cured, tills Is a far 
greater rate of success than 
elsewhere, Pnlna Eldar, head of the 
alcoholism unit of the Labour and 
Social Affairs Ministry, said yester- 
day. 

Speaking at a seminar on 
alcoholism held at the Jerusalem 
Forest Recreation Centre, Eldar 
said that In most Western countries 
only 5 per cent of those treated over- 
come their dependence on drink. 
Much of the credit, she said, goes to 
Israel's family-centred treatment 
programme. 


In contrast to other countries. 
Israel provides no drugs or 
hospitalization. Also, the volunteers 
who man the local centres are on call 
24 hours a day for those being 
treated or for their families, in case 
they need help. 

Because of the limited facilities 
available, only those considered like- 
ly to succeed are accepted into the 
programme offered by the centres. 
A family willing to give support to 
the alcoholic is essential. Those on 
their own are regarded as having lit- 
tle chance of keeping away from li- 
quor, she said. 

Eldar hopes that In the future a 
residential centre will be set up to 
help these individuals. 


New York loss won’t hurt Bank Leumi

TEL AVIV. Bank Leumi will not 
suffer financially from the dis- 
appearance of a huge sum of cash 
from one of its New York branches, 
according to Dr. Zalman Segal, 
assistant to the bank's board chair- 
man. 

New. York press reports say that 
about |2m. mysteriously dis- 
appeared. However. Amos Bergner, 
the bank manager In New York, told 
journalists that the money was with- 
drawn by one ot the clients to pay debts. 

Authorities In Israel and the U.S. 
are investigating the circumstances 
of the case. Segal says the amount of 


money, taken out "through a series 
of transfers," is not yet known, but 
that the figure mentioned la 
probably Inaccurate. 

"If the client's collateral la insuf- 
ficient, then the insurance will cover 
the remaining part of the loss.” 
Segal says. . 

He pointed out that the New York 
branches work in accordance with 
U.3. laws. 

He added that it did not appear at 
present that any employee ot the 
New York branch wai involved, 
although it was posalble that "one of 
the employees had failed to take suf- 
ficient precautions." 


More Israeli food 
for Kampuchean 
refugees arrives

A second caravan of trucks loaded 
with meat, rice, fruit and vegetables 
worth ILlm., bought in Bangkok by 
Israel Television’s representative in 
Kampuchea, reached the new 
refugee camp at Khao I-Dsng 
yesterday, where It was unloaded by 
Israeli volunteers, a Kol Yisrael 
spokesman said. The food la being 
distributed to the camp's 30,000 

refugees. 

Reporting on the convoy's arrival 
Moshe Amlrav, coordinator of tiie 
Public Committee for Kampuchean 
refugees, also outlined details of an 
agreement between the committee 
and the Israel Scouts movement. He 
said the scouts are to adopt a new 
orphans' refugee camp now being 
set up for some 700 Kampuchean 
children orphaned In the recent 
fighting. The children are to remain 
in the camp for six months, and will 
be cared for by a group of Kam- 
puchean women whose salaries the 
scouts will pay. The scouts are also 
to provide clothes, blankets and toys 
— all to be paid for from the S50.000 
they collected In Israel In a house-to- 
house drive.

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Demand more negotiations on cease-fire 

Zimbabwe guerrillas reject deadline 


JAR ES-8ALAAM (A P) . - Patriotic 
Jront guerrilla leaders Robert 
Mugabe and Joshua Nkomo said 
yesterday they will not respond to a 
cease-fire ultimatum presented by 
Britain’s foreign secretary, Lord 
Carrington. Their refusal came as 
planes from Zimbabwe Rhodesia 
bombed a; refugee camp east of 
■uis&ha, Zambia, billing several peo- 
ple. witnesses said. 

The witnesses said the air raid 
*truck a Zimbabwe African People's 
Colon camp at Ghinyunyu, about 40 
km. east of Lusaka and not far from 
the Chongwe Bridge, which was 
destroyed in an attack by Zimbabwe 
Rhodesians earlier this month. 

- Carrington last week set today as a 
deadline for Mugabe and Nkomo to 
give a “yes" or "no" to Britain’s 
proposals for a cease-fire to end the 
seven-year-old war in Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia. 


Nkomo told a news conference at 
Tanzania's State House after 
meeting with the presidents of 
"frontline" African states suppor- 
ting the front, "We're not going to 
say yes or no to anything.” 

"That’s not our position. Our posi- 
tion is to negotiate. If Carrington 
wants to walk out of Lancaster 
House (where the conference is be- 
ing held), let him walk out” 

The front leaders flew here from 
London on Saturday and talked until 
late that night with Tanzanian Presi- 
dent Julius Nyerere and Mozam- 
bique President Samora Machel. 

Mugabe told the news conference 
that he and Nkomo had requested a 
meeting with the frontline presidents 
to tell them “there's a crisis brew- 
ing, a crisis caused by Lord 
Carrington In his insistence on a yes 
or no reply." 

The front leaders said they have 


the "full backing” of the “frontline” 
African states for their position. 

After the news conference, 
Mugabe and Nkomo boarded a flight 
for London. They said they will be at 
the conference table' today. 

The front has tabled its own cease- 
fire proposals which differ sharply 
from the British plan and Mugabe 
and Nkomo said negotiations must 
be held to . reconcile the twa 

Nkomo said that the British cease- 
fire plan calls for three frontline 
states — Mozambique. Zambia and 
Botswana — to stop the flow of 
guerrillas and supplies across their 
borders, but says nothing about the 
South African-Zlmbabwe Rhodesian 
border. 

"Britain has got to see that what 
applies to other frontline states must 
apply to South Africa," Nkomo said. 
"South Africa supplies the regime In 
Salisbury.” 


Sadat gets Hammarskjold Prize from UN World Peace Council 


ISMAILIYA (Reuter). — President 
Anwar Sadat yesterday received the 
Dag Hammarskjold Prize from a 
delegation of the United Nations 
World Peace Council. 

Sadat Is the first Arab leader to 
receive the prize, established in 
memory of the former UN secretary- 
general to honour those who work for 


peace. 

Sadat has also agreed to go to the 
U.S. next March to receive the 
"Prince of Peace" award, the Cairo 
weekly magazine "October" 
reported on Saturday. 

The article said that Rev. Harold 
Bradison, a member of the "Friends 
of Sadat and Egypt Society," 


predominantly consisting of 
members of the Anglican Church, 
came to Egypt last week and met 
with Sadat to work out 
arrangements. 

Sadat said he would use the prize 
money, which comes to more than 
$200,000, to build a model village in 
the Sinai.

Intellectuals 
in USSR tom 
by Iran drama 


Pakistan nuclear test soon

MOSCOW. — The tense showdown 
over the fate of U.S. hostages in Iran 
has deeply anguished some Moscow 
intellectuals as perhaps no other in- 
ternational drama , since the Soviet 
invasion of Czechoslovakia in 1988. 

Across the Soviet capital — sodden 
under seamless, laden sides and 
freezing rain — artists, writers, 
philosophers and scientists are 
closely following the grim sequence 
of events In Teheran and Washington 
through Western radio reports 
beamed into the country by Voice of 
America, BBC, and the yolce of 
(West) Germany. 

In their cramped kitchens, with 
the samovar steaming and ever- 
present "zakuskl" snacks on the 
table, some of them talk and argue 
for hours on end about the dimen- 
sions of the distant crisis and its 
meaning for the world — and 
possibly for them. 

Those Moscow residents who are 
so closely attuned to Western ideals 
perceive the crisis as nothing leas 
than a struggle between the law- 
fulness of the U.S. and the illegality 
of Iran. 

Many of these intellectuals — who 
form a minuscule percentage of the 
total Soviet population — have long 
since reached a private parting of 
the ways with the Communist 
regime that governs and watches 
them, dating their disaffection to the 
August 1988 Soviet army invasion 
that ousted . the reform-minded 
Czechoslovak government of Alex- 
ander Dubcek. 

They viewed that drama as Soviet 
state lawlessness, and place the Ira- 
nian actions in the same category. 

Official Soviet propaganda, which 
depicts the deposed shah as a mass 
murderer and the UJS. as his protec- 
tor against the just demands of 
courageous students, is ignored by 
such Intellectuals. 

"Hie reason we are so Involved In 
this is that It seems to us to be a very 
fundamental question, a moral issue 
of world proportions," asserted a 
literary critic to a U.S. visitor. 

The critic added that the tense 
drama also has special meaning for 
the Soviets: "In a country where we 
know very well the meaning of state 
lawlessness, it is frightening to see 
(similar) lawlessness breaking out 
elsewhere In the world. That makes 
it possible for more lawlessness to 
spread.” 


LONDON (Reuter). — "The Sunday 
Times” said yesterday that Pakistan 
hoped by next April to test a ther- 
monuclear ' device, In defiance of 
attempts by nuclear powers to pre- 
vent the spread of the weapon. 

The paper said the Pakistani 
device "will not be a deliverable 
hydrogen bomb, but the distinction is 
academic." . 

The claim that Pakistan may be - 
just a few months' away from a test 
came from a high-level military 
source in Islamabad, according to 
"Sunday Times" journalist Anthony 
Mascarenhos. 


. “The Sunday. Times” article said 
there la evidence of secret 
operations by Pakistan in three con- 
tinents to acquire nuclear material 
and knowhow. 

It arid that three months ago & 
truck carrying 20 tons of uranium 
concentrate from a French mining 
base in Niger- was hijacked and lts 
load had gone, to Libya and then on to 
Pakistan. . .. 

Pakistan also acquired secret 
technology from a nuclear research 
establishment in Holland, and 
bought sophisticated components in 
Europe and the U.S., the paper said. 


Blunt changes story; admits 
later contacts with Russians 


LONDON (Reuter). — Anthony 
Blunt, the Soviet spy who was also 
Queen Elizabeth’s expert on art, has 
admitted that he was hi contact with 
the Russians some years later than 
tbe date he gave last week hi a public 
confession. 

And, as Britain’s press continued 
to make headlines out of the spy 
scandal. "The Sunday Times’’ said 
that Bluht was actually a distant 
relative of the queen. * ' - 

The newspaper also said that he 
once undertook a delicate mission to 
Germany for her father* King 
George VI. to recover some letters 
which the monarch did not want to 
fall Into U.S. hands. 

Blunt told reporters last week that . 
his last contact with the Russians 


was in 1951. But-thta conflicted with 
an account-given to Parliament by 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher. 
She said that once, after that date, he 
did assist Mm Pbilby. who Is now in 
Moscow, to contact his Soviet bosses. 

"The Observer,” another Sunday 
newspaper, said yesterday it 
happened in 1955 when Phllby had 
been ousted from tbe British Foreign 
•Serviee. Blunt relayed a message 
from the Russians urging PhiTby "to 
be of good cheer” and stressing that 
he had not been abandoned. -He is 
now a KGB general. 

A lawyer on Saturday sight Issued 
a statement from Blunt which’ said 
“Mrs. Thatcher was right and I was 
wrong.”

DAFHNA MARGOLIN has a couple 
of “firsts’ 1 to her credit. 

She was the first private citizen 
from Israel to be invited to visit 
Egypt after pleasing President 
Anwar Sadat with a portrait of him 
at prayer.. And she was the first per- 
son to make possible the exchange of 
pen-pal letters between Israeli and 

Egyptian children. 

Margolin, an artist bom in Kibbutz 
Tel Yosef, recently returned from a 
week in Cairo, where her car was 
preceded by a motorcycle escort and 
where she was received warmly by 
local citizens. 

The visit to the English school in 
Cairo was the most moving, and the 
painter, who conducts classes in the 
“quality of life” in Herzliya and Kfar 
Saba, brought home letters written 
in English and Arabic for her pupils. 

“I welcome your friendship very 
much- J assure you that you'll be 
very much welcomed if you decide to 
visit Cairo.” wrote Hala Nosseir. of 
Heliopolis, to Ya'acov Azulai, of 
Herzliya. “I have never thought of 
having an Iaraelian (sic) Mend, but 
I am really interested. I would like 
very much to be your friend.” 

DAPHNA Margolin's interest in en- 
vironmental protection and ecology 
stemmed from painting. Tlie tall, 
blonde artist gradually discovered 
that the landscapes she put on can- 
vas ware being destroyed by the en- 
croachment of industry. 


Concern on 
canvas 
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So in 1976 she held an exhibition at 
Tel Aviv's Chermerinsky Art 
Gallery of "ecological paintings," 
depicting the ravaging of nature by 
technology. 

“Since then, I have moved on to 
what I call earthscapes,” she says. 
The “earth8capea," in dazzling 
colours, depict a rapidly shrinking 
earth compelled to accommodate an 
ever-increasing number of people 
and objects. 

MARGOLIN, always interested in 
“the chemistry between people,” 
decided two years ago to impart her 
new-found truths about the environ- 
ment to Israel’s youth. 

She began at Herzliya’s Hanadiv 
primary school by producing an ex- 
perimental course, given by tbe 
clsass teachers and guest lecturers, 
under her supervision. The course 
was designed to inculcate in the 
older pupils an "awareness of their 
immediate home and qchool sur- 
roundings.” 

Improving the environment could 
make life more pleasant, she 


asserted. Clean courtyards and 
lawns, freshly and colourfully 
painted classrooms, flowers, even an 
atmosphere of noiselessness, were 
all introduced. "I even tried to get 
them to make a musical bell to an- 
nounce intermissions," she says (the 
effort failed for technical reasons). 

In 1978, a Herzliya junior high 
school headmistress became In- 
terested in her environmental con- 
cern and a more advanced course 
was prepared for 13- to lb-year-olds. 
“It also aims to produce citizens who 
will not be indifferent to their sur- 
roundings — good citizens, “ says 
Margolin. The course involves fre- 
quent field trips and slide shows to 
make Its point. 

“If you teach them now that in- 
dustrial plants must have filters then 
perhaps when they grow up and 
work in industry, the Installation of 
filters will seem natural and 
necessary, not something to he 
avoided because of costa." 

Margolin claims that interest in 
environmental problems, while not 
as widespread as in the U.S., is fast 
growing In Israel. She also believes 
that schools have done far too little 
to nurture programmes designed to 
match that interest. But she hopes 
that the major barrier — “of 
awareness of the problems" — will 
be overcome. Solving the problems 
themselves will follow. 
"Otherwise,” she warns, "the earth 
will look like hell." 


WILL IT rain or are we in for 
another drought year?

Second in line for my firing squad 
would be Kinley. The undulating 
emasculated (evidently) male voice 
at the end of this soft drink adver- 
tisement sets what's left of my hair 
on end. Why don't they beam it to 
wherever Arafat and his boys are? 

I CANNOT for the life of me under- 
stand why, considering the paucity of 
good programmes, there cannot be a 
measure of co-ordination between 
the civilian and military programme 
planners. Take Thursdays. 1600 
hours, as a classic example; there's 
“Open Line" on the Army 
Programme with questions 
answered by notables — broadcast 
live. On the Second Programme 
there's “Any Questions.’’ The 
difference between the two is that 
the latter can afford to go out and 
meet the audience. The week's 
"Open UneV had a panel of Tel Aviv 
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deputy mayors (Yitzhak Artzl — 
Haim Basok — David Shiftman) on 
the firing line. The second 
programme had rounded up Cabinet 
Secretary Arye Naor plus MKs 
Yigael Cohen Orgad (Herut), David 
Glass i NRP) , Danny Rosolio (Align- 
ment) and host Menahem Avtad, 
mayor of Upper Nazareth, where the 
panel convened. 

As I said, both programmes are 
similar in character and purpose 
and there is no reason I can think of 
why they shouldn't be aired at 
different times. 


Naor, answering questions on the 
situation in Iran and Its implications 
for Israel, ventured that we were a 
lone anchor for the West in the tur- 
bulent sea all round us. the only 
country that could be counted upon 
to live up to its pledges and carry 
them out, regardless of which party 
happened to be In power. 

One item that made me sit up and 
pay attention was the claim that 
Arab citizens of Nazareth were tak- 
ing over the new housing quarters in 
Upper Nazareth. I can remember 
when the Arabs of Nazareth com- 
plained of discrimination, saying 
they wanted their share of housing 
goodies and young couples privileges 
just like other citizens of the state. At 
least some of them discovered that 
policemen (or former policemen) 
had rights to housing. At any rate, 
entire quarters of Upper Nazareth 
are In Arabs hands. Whatever might 
have been said on the subject wasn't. 
What did emerge clearly was that 
Jewish settlement is slipping 
everywhere in Galilee. Somebody 
should have pointed out that our pre- 
sent experiences in Eiion Moreh 
may very well forecast things to 
come, in Nazareth and around 
Safad. In less than a decade. 

SUNDAY morning, just over a week 
ago. Army Radio's aviation reporter 
kissed the outgoing chairman of El 
Al. Mordehal Ben Ari, good-bye. Pity 
that the formidable body of aviation 
correspondents had so little else to 
say about "Mister aeroplane." What 
with new strikes at El Ai in the of- 
fing, it would seem that Mr. Ben 
Art's exit has contributed nothing 
and that there is more to It than 
meets our myopic eyes.

IT IS always a tremendous challenge 
for a young artist to step into the 
place of a scheduled artist of world 
renown (Yehudi Menuhin in this 
case). And to make one's debut with 
the Mendelssohn Violin Concerto, 
whose every phrase Is common 
property so to speak, seems even 
more nerve-racking for the artist, as 
only e very masterful performance 
can stand up to critical appraisal. 

Mark Kaplan, a 28 year-old 
American violinist, Is obviously a 
most promising talent. The audience

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acclaimed him, though, measured 
by the highest standards, he is not 
yet overwhelmingly impressive. His 
tone misses the elegance and polish 
of a sophisticated master and tbe 
sweetness and singing quality of a 
more emotionally inclined per- 
former. Occasional harsh bowing 
and Insecure starts of phrases.

resulting in unintentloned overtones 
to be heard Instead of the prescribed 
notes, may have been due to tension 
created by the circumstances and 
understandable stage fright. He may 
have wanted to play for his debut an 
entirely different kind of concerto to 
give of bis best — the Mendelssohn 
was Imposed on him by the JSO 
management in order not to change 
the programme announced. It was 
an acceptable if not exciting presen- 
tation. 

Barshal accompanied with correct 
directions, which tended occasional- 
ly to let the orchestra appear heavy 
instead of supporting the soloist ac- 
tively or arousing his enthusiasm. 
The opening overture by Gluck was 
an exercise in academic propriety. 

Shostakovich’s Eighth Symphony 
is a terribly depressing and over- 
long work, with some beautiful Bpots 
and Interesting percussion effects; 
but to be exposed to more than 70 
minutes of dreariness and weariness 
puts heavy demands on the stamina 
of the listener. The orchestra stood 
up to it remarkably well and 
deserves praise for its contribution. 
It is the personality of Barshal to shy 
away from outgoing dynamism, and 
h Is penchant for painstaking atten- 
tion to every detail of the score to 
reflect the composer's wishes and In- 
tentions must be respected, but the 
resulting rather dry and uninspiring 
climate on stage heavily affects the 
performance of works that could im- 
press much more if given some in- 
jection of temperament and 
emotional motivation. 

YOB A NAN BOEHM 
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IN A NATION where archaeology Is 
the national hobby, Amnon Assaf Is 
the .com pleat enthusiast For his hob- 
by has developed into one of the most 
interesting and tastefully, arranged 
museums in the country, a result of 
his 30-plus years rummaging around 
the Upper Galilee. 

The museum, documenting 
prehistoric times In the Hula Valley, 
Is on Kibbutz Mayan Baruch, of 
which Amnon Is a founding member. 
The museum is a small, single- 
storey structure, distinguished from 
the other kibbutz buildings by life- 
size reliefs on Its facade depicting 
the evolution of man. Inside are 
priceless artifacts, some dating back 
to the earliest known presence of 
man and beast In the region. Such a 
display draws serious students of 
archaeology as well as those who 
might want a casual glimpse of 800,- 
000 years of local history, 

"My name is Assaf. which in 
Hebrew means ‘Collect.’ So I guess 
you could say I'm a bom collector," 
jokes the amateur archaeologist. 

He had just arrived by tractor 
from his work as the kibbutz gar- 
dener to open the museum for his 
visitors. Unlike moat museums 
which keep regular visiting hours, 
this one is opened only when the 
curator can take time off from his 
kibbutz duties. 

Once Inside, the visitor is im- 
mediately impressed by the in- 
telligent use of space and light, and 
the Interplay of well-lit display 
cases, photographic blow-ups of ex- 
cavation sites and Informative 
diagrams and pictures with concise 
captions. Despite the hundreds of ar- 
tifacts on display, the impression is 
one of cozfness rather than of clutter. 

"I have had 3S years of planning 
and thinking how I would design a 
museum to get it right,” says Am- 
non, 51. 

AS WITH moat prehistoric 
museums, there are many tools and 
weapons representing early 
civilizations. But what particularly 
distinguishes these are that they 
were discovered in the region and 
provide dramatic evidence of just 
how ancient this ancient land really 
is. 

An 800,000-year-old elephant tusk, 
found near the Bridge of Jacob's 
Daughters, aits in a case alongside a 
tooth of a hippopotamus from the 
same Paleolithic period. Another 
display contains flint hand-axes and 
“bolla-bolla" stones from the same 
period, weapons which must have 
been pathetically ineffective against 
the mammoth beasts. 

Also on display are Stone Age 
tools, Bronze Age pots, and indented 
stone plates used by Chacolithic man 
to play a game similar to "kadmon,” 
which is today played by Israeli 
youngBters. All of the artifacts are 
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Natufian skeleton found In the Galilee. 






mounted on the soil or rocks where 
they u-ere found, so giving the 
viewer a sense of place and 
background. 

One of the most significant fin- 
dings is the skeleton of a Natufian 
man and tbe bones of a dog buried 
alongside it. The skeletons date back 
some 12.000 years, and Amnon 
suggests that the ancient pair, lying 
in a doorcase in the very earth from 
which they were disinterred, are 
proof of the oldest connection 
between a man and his best friend. 

SOME OF THE artifacts, like the 
Natufian skeletons, were donated to 
the museum by archaeologists. But 
most of the items on display — and 


thousands more stored and 
catalogued in an adjacent roim — 
were collected by Amnon with the 
help of his three sons. "I don't ex- 
cavate." he says with reference to 
the Archaeology Law which 
restricts digs. “I Just cs.’lec: a hat's 
on the surface." 

That collection has grown over the 
years: first it filled his house, then a 
pre-fab hut. and finally, last year, 
through the help of kibbutz and other 
sources. Amnon was able m build the 
museum and put the findings on per- 
manent exhibition. 

"It helps if you know where to 
look. For instance, writer sources 
are usually promising places." says 
Amnon. "Also. 1 h*ve many 'spies' 


in the sire. i. particularly on other k)b- 
blitz i m . who will cull mo if they see 
.some thing interesting." 

One such call came from Kibbutz 
Mein. ra when it wax digging its fi B h 
p’indt. Before the bulldozers could 
Jo the site. Amnon and bis three 
Konn found enough evidence of a 
prehistoric community to warrant s 
more thorough investigation. What 
they found Is displayed in a postcr- 
sizr p holograph showing the floor of 
,i Nenhlrue house and m cases of 
skull* and tOula. 

"I pul the emphasis on prehistoric 
limes hccnu.se not much is known of 
the early period* and because there 
is Mich a wealth of material in this 
region." says the kibbulznik. 

\t.:y.\r. Baruch, fie explains, once 
sat on :!io rim of a large prehistoric 
Ink..- that was part of the Svrlan- 
Afn.-an rift. 

As well .ia the ariifucis. Amnon 
h is provided diagrams that show- 
how early tools and weapons were 
f.irged There arc a'so pictures of 
finished products next to shards, and 
there is a case of skulls ( replicas i 
chronicling the evolution of the 
hum m brain. Among the skulls is 
one of .i 70. 000-year-old local dweller 
"Homo Pale sf/nesis. ” 

IN A CORNER there Is an 
ethnography section: "I wanted to 
shew." says Amnon. "how some 
prehistoric implements are still in 
use today." Included in this display 
are Beduin gourds made of goat 
sk. ns. blow-dart guns used by 
Brazilian Indians. Australian 
bc-omcr ang*,. and a large wooden 
cross -bow from Central Africa. 

Assaf does not have a degree in 
archaeology, nor has he formally 
slcd.cri the subject. "I never had the 
i:n:e." he smiles. "My best educa- 
tion came from looking and talking 
to people.” 

St:((. he was nblc to go on ex- 
peditions to India, Cyprus and Iran, 
and be is considered by professional 
.irer.aeok-gibts to be one of the most 
knowledgeable men in the field. 

Since the museum opened Iosl 
year. It has been visited by scholars 
from Israel and abroad who have 
corresponded with Amnon for infor- 
mation o.n his findings. 

Amnon conducts tours through the 
museum for schoolchildren from the 
region and also organizes visits for 
soldiers stationed In the area. 
Tourists and other visitors may also 
see the museum if they arrange their 
visit m advance. 

"1 jus: don't have enough time to 
keep u open.” says Amnon. "Each 
hour I'm in the museum is one less 
that 1 coil be working outside." 

Bui his enthusiasm for showing the 
rclk-cijon is obvious, and a visit to 
me Mayan Baruch museum Is a 
most rewarding and satisfying ex- 
perience.

happened thousands of years ago: 
the manna which miraculously 
appeared in the desert to nourish the 
Israelites fleeing Egypt," he says. 

(It should be noted that Dr. 
GerstenfOld is orthodox.) 

He bases his depressing economic 
- forecast not on his personal opinion, 
nor on predictions of National Con- 
sultants. but on a government docu- 
ment which was published only a 
short six months ago — "in our 
prehistoric economic past." 

This document, prepared by the 
Finance Ministry’s Economic Plan- 
ning Authority, then drew up four 
possible “futures" for the country. 

Hie worst possible "future” was 
that the Inflationary spiral would in- 
crease year by year until it reached 
the terrifying figure of 90-100 per 
cent a year by the end of 19B8, or the 
beginning of 1984. Well, it has 
already passed the 100 per cent 
mark, and has lately speeded up to 
about 150 per cent on an annual 
basis. And since this "future" was 
published six months ago, the coun- 
try's leadership has committed 
about 500 economic crimes. 

Dr. Gerstenfeld likes to talk about 
what may happen In different 
“scenarios," since, as he notes, “we 
live in a world which has a lot of

alternatives." 

For example, what happened in 
Teheran (and Is happening) has had 
a direct effect on the U.S., and not 
only due to the oil problem. 
America's entire foreign policy la 
affected. 

Moreover, President Carter's 
decision to freese the several billion 
dollars of Iranian money held in 
American banks will also have 
repercussions, with other countries 
which deposit their funds In the U.S. 
becoming more "thoughtful." This 
will also have its effect on the entire 
international financial community. 
“All this will have Its future effects 
on Israel," he says. 

But getting back to the immediate 
present, he sees three “scenarios." 

The first Is that “something, 
somewhere, somehow 11 win crack. A 
lot of things could lead to this. 7or 
example, at an annual rate of infla- 
tion of 135 per cent (which we have 
already passed) one pound today 
will be equal In buying power to one 
■miitirm pounds in the year 3000. In 
other words, a litre of milk will cost 
ILlfl.100, 000.00. And the average 

salary will be 

Such an enormous rate of inflation 
will create "serious distortions” in 
the economic system. Perhaps one 
group of workers will earn 30 per 
cent less in real terms and go out on 
a prolonged strike. Perhaps one 


branch of Industry will go bankrupt. 
Or perhaps the country will not be 
able to scrounge abroad to raise the 
foreign currency It needs to allow its 
citizens to live far above and beyond 
their means. Any of this, or {til of 
this, or bits and parts, can happen if 
the country's leadership continues to 
muddle through without taking 
decisive steps. 

The second scenario Is, that the 
government at one point or another 
will panic and take a radical step 
which is fundamentally wrong. 

For example, if the government 
were to declare a moratorium on the 
index-linked bonds now in existence, 
or fail to honour all or part of their 
conditions, this could destroy the 
credibility of the government In Its 
financial policies for many years to 
come. 


The third scenario la the financial 
leadership taking correct and 
vigorous steps. “This oan be done 
one minute before midnight, es- 
pecially if the government sees its 
source of foreign currency drying 
up, and the Finance Ministry decides 
to act in an orderly and sensible 
■fashion." 

It can also be done early In the 
evening, hours away from the mid- 
night disaster line, and it la the latter 
which Dr. Gerstenfeld, of course, 
advocates. 

The main step In this scenario, he 


says. Is the . proper allocation of 
priorities, l.e.. money,' manpower, 
planning, and so on. 

But here the authorities face im- 
mense problems. It Is quite easy to 
any that the lazy and inefficient 
should be sh&lcen out of the tenures 
they hold at their place of work. But 
he fears the shakeout win not be 'based 
on commonsense, but on the 
“screaming and table-pounding 
skills" of vested interests. 

The shakeout might leave the inef- 
fJcient working and send the ef- 
ficient out to find new jobs, he said, 
adding that any shakeout would 
cause tremendous social problems 
and tensions. It could even lead to 
violence and emigration. 

What does he think of the steps 
taken recently by Finance Minister 
Ylgrfel Hurvltz, which caused violent 
demonstrations among the socially 
under-privileged and has prompted 
the Hialadrut to call for a one-day 
strike. 

“It is premature to .judge if these 
steps are in the right direction. But If 
he does not take much more signifi- 
cant steps. It can be said that he has ; 
accomplished almost nothing, ex- 
cept to accelerate inflation, which 
wlU be 35-40 per cent in the next 
three months (November through 
January). 

"The real teat is if he can pare the 
national budget down to a 
reasonable figure and If he -reduces 
the number of persons working In the 
services, civil and otherwise, shif- 
ting them to the productive sector.

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Watch on Teheran 



IT IS HARD to see what the seizure of Che American Embassy in 
Iran has to do with the invasion by Moslem gunmen of the Grand 
Mosque in Saudi Arabia — except that a fanatic crowd in a third 
country, Pakistan, saw fit to blame the U.S.. already pilloried 
by Khomeini, for the Mecca riot too. 

It is absurd to associate the U.S. — and the “international 
Zionists," If you please — with an obscure domestic clash 
between devout Moslems in the heart of the Saudi kingdom, a 
country with, which Washington happens to entertain the most 
cordial relations. 

It all arises from the lust of the Iranian revolutionaries to get 
their hands on the ex-Shah for purposes of revenge. The 
Americans cannot yield him up, partly, as Henry Kissinger 
pointed out, because he was for 37 years a good friend to the 
U.S., and more importantly because the entire American public 
has been swept by anger and Indignation against the terrorism 
applied by the Iranian authorities. 

The American stand Is comprehensible; no other government 
would behave differently. President Carter has been prudent, 
but firm, trying to exhaust all possible diplomatic avenues to 
secure the release of the hostages, while subtly hinting at 
military alternatives if the hostages are harmed. 

During the days when most of Africa and a great deal of Asia 
were under colonial rule, It was normal for subject peoples to 
blame the West for all their woes. After they all achieved 
national independence, this antagonism was happily dispelled. 

The U.S. led a variety of aid programmes via the UN, Presi- 
dent Truman’s Paint Four Programme, the World Bank and 
other agencies, to help set newly-emancipated territories on 
their feet. The emergence of OPEC In 1973 strengthened this 
process further. The most fervent Islamic militant today can no 
longer accuse the U.S. of hoarding the world’s foreign-currency 
reserves. 

And yet the old anti-Western bias Is suddenly flickering into 
life again. The reason may be disappointment among the 
masses; disappointment that their acquisition of political 
sovereignty has made such a small difference to their daily 
lives; disappointment that so little of the petro-dollars ac- 
cumulated by the rulers in Teheran and Ryadh has percolated 
down to the people. 

Khomeini may have an interest In fanning hatred against a 
distant scapegoat. It distracts the populace from his own failure 
to meet their crying needs. But the multitudes who shake their 
fists in the U.S. Embassy compounds in Teheran and Islamabad 
should recognise that their vindictiveness is this time futile and 
purposeless. 

What can they take from the Americans, apart from the 49 
Embassy officials now in their hands? The Shah is in any case a 
sick man. Meanwhile the U.S. no longer buys their oil. If Iran 
reneges on its external debt, the creditor banks con place a lien 
on its assets blocked in the U.S. And then what? 

The Iranians can blow up the framework of International aid, 
trade and friendship that offers the only way forward for 
economically backward populations. That la the direction in 
which Khomeini is pointing. Despite his attempt to "Islamlze" 
what is essentially a secular conflict, Pakistan and other 
Moslem countries should think twice before Joining this par- 
ticular brand of political hysteria.

WHY DID Iraq’s Jews come to 
Israel? According to Iran's 
Ayatollah Khalkhall — the Ayatollah 
Khomeini’s right-hand man — it all 
happened because of the activities of 
“Nazi S.S. agent” Mordechai Ben- 
Porat. 

Ben-Porat, a former Knesset 
Member and head of the World 
Organization of Jews from Arab 
Countries — recently received a clip- 
ping of an article written by 
Khalkhall In the Teheran daily 
“Atalat." The Baghdad-bom Ben- 
Porat was sent to Iran on the eve of 
Khomeini's return to that country on 
a secret aliya mission.

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RUMANIA’S EMIGRATION GAME

WHAT A POOR; pale creature 
present-day Immigration from 
Rumania is, no matter how its 
cheeks are pinched from time to 
time by Bucharest to give It the 
semblance, albeit fleeting, of ruddy 
health. For the pinch comes only 
when strangers are around, when 
there are those who must be con- 
vinced that what they are seeing is a 
strong creature, glowing with 
health. But the flush of well-being 
disappears as rapidly as it came 
when the stranger has gone, and 
what remains Is the pallor of 
sickness and pain. 

Bucharest's urge to pinch cheeks 
is most keenly felt whenever 
Washington turns its attention to 
Rumania's continued status as a 
most favoured nation. The Jackson- 
Vanick amendment determines, It 
may be recalled, that most- 
favoured-nation status, and the 
trade concessions that go with that 
title, be confined to nations placing 
no limit on the emigration of their 
nationals. Rumania is the only 
Eastern-taloc state granted this 
status — a privilege gained In return 
for a promise that it would place no 
impediments In the way of Jewish 
emigration. 

But, ironically, ever since 1975, 
when Rumania was first admitted to 
the group of most favoured nations. 
Jewish emigration bas steadily 
declined. And this year's figures 
again show a far smaller number of 
Jewish emigrants than In the year 
preceding Rumania's admission to 
the "club.” 

Clearly, as long as Rumania pan- 
ted after the prize, the hurdles in the 
way of Jewish emigration were 
largely pushed aside. But once the 
prize was gained, the reins were 
again shortened, and the number of 
Jews leaving was cut back severely. 


YISRAEL LANDRES examines the difficultieB facing: 
Jews who want to leave Rumania and notes that emigra- 
tion from that country has, in fact, declined since it was 
granted most-favoured-nation status.; 


RUMANIAN spokesmen have ready 
recourse to faked statistics in the 
attempt to cover up the deteriorating 
situation. Their first premise Is that 
there are far fewer Jews in Rumania 
than is claimed, thus the problem Is 
far less acute than American Jewish 
organizations would, have the world 
believe. If there are only a few thou- 
sand Jews left In Rumania, they 
argue, what is the basis for claiming 
that the number of exit visas should 
be increased? 

And, following this argument, the 
Rumanian ambassador to Israel 
earlier this month issued figures 
showing that according to the last 
census taken in his country two 
years ago the Jewish population 
□umbers only 25,000 — a figure that 
was also supplied to MK Yosef 
Tamlr. on his recent visit to 
Rumania. 

But Rumania's chief rabbi. Rabbi 
Moahe Rosen, told Jewish Agency 
chairman Aryeh Dulzin, that 


Rumania has a total of 37,000 Jews. 
In other words, Rosen's contention is 
that Rumania has 50 per cent more 
Jews than the population census 
shows. Bucharest will scarcely think 
Rosen, who is loyal, to the regime, 
has inflated the number. The truth Is 
that It Is simply more convenient for 
them to minimize the extent of the 
problem. 

However, even Chief Rabbi 
Rosen's figures - are deficient. His 
assessment is based on the Jews 
listed in the country's 68 organized 
communities. But Rumania's Jews 
are scattered throughout the coun- 
try, a small group here, an even 
smaller group there, in more than 
300 different locations, the vast ma- 
jority of which have no organized 
Jewish community. Thus, many are 
not included in the communities' 
lists, and a well-founded estimate 
puts the Jewish population at some 
45,000. 

But if the Rumanian spokesmen 
are interested in minimizing the 
community's size, they are equally 
concerned to exaggerate the 
numbers of those leaving. Recently, 
statistics published In the name of 
the Rumanian ambassador to Israel 
claimed that 1,069 exit visas had 
been granted to Jews this year, up to 
October 31. 

However, the granting of ah exit 
visa does not automatically grant 
the right to leave Rumania. The 
process is far more complicated: the 
passports of Jews granted exit visas 
are returned from Israel’s embassy 
In Bucharest to Rumania's Foreign 
Office, from there they are sent to 
the Interior Ministry, and thence to 
local police headquarters. 

There is, thus, ample opportunity 
for further hold-ups along the way, 
after the visas have been granted. 

In fact, during 1979, only 800 Jews 
had left Rumania by November, less 
than the number that left in 1978. 
This year has been no exception to 
the trend of recent years — fewer 
Jews are being allowed to leave 
Rumania. 


to the chorus. Jews who want to 
leave Rumania, he never tires ' of 
saying, have no difficulties placed in 
their way. No Jew applying for an 
exit visa Is dismissed from his Job, 
nor Is he subject to any harassment. 

We would like to believe what he 
says, but the facts are too often at 
. variance with bis claims. Rumanian 
immigrants tell quite another story 
— the authorities do make It difficult 
to leave and they often delay the 
granting of visas for very long 
periods. 

Indeed, the Rumanians have ' 
thought up a trick that even the 
Russians have failed to use: Jews 
wanting to leave cannot simply ap- 
ply for an exit visa. First they must * 
apply to the police station and there 
request that the police permit them 
to -receive the appropriate visa 
application form. And that is just the 
first hurdle In the long obstacle race. 

The applicant does 'not always 
receive an. answer. Sometimes the 
answer is in the negative. A number 
of Jews have already been refused 
several times. 

There are other obstacles in. the 
way, too. If the aged father of pn 
adult man with a family objects to 
his son's leaving, the son will be 
refused a visa, and there have un- - 
doubtedly been Instances of the 
authorities persuading parents to 
sign such objections without the old 
people even knowing what they were 
signing. 

-And then, of course, there are the 
certificates needed by an applicant 
to prove that he has had no access to 
state secrets; and the innumerable 
committees whose task it Is to per- 
suade applicants to withdraw their 
requests for exit visas. 


RUMANIAN officials are quick to 
deny claims thaL there is any inten- 
tion to cut back on the number of 
Jews permitted to leave. On the con- 
trary, they claim, Rumania main- 
tains its policy of granting exit visas 
for the reunification of families. If 
there are fewer Jews coming to 
Israel, then the reservoir is simply 
drying up, they say. 

Chief Rabbi Rosen himself never 
loses an opportunity to add his voice 


BUT TWO personal stories will 
perhaps describe the situation more 
effectively. 

A.N. and his wife, both journalists 
from Bucharest, applied for permis- 
sion to leave for Israel in July 1974. 
Both were dismissed from their 
place of work and Invited to appear 
before a committee which tried' to 
persuade them to remain in 
Rumania. When foreign journalists 
working In Rumania heard about the 
difficulties being placed in their 
way, the story was published, 
abroad. 

This Immediately gave the 
authorities an excuse for questioning 
the couple on their contacts with 
foreign citizens. For a long time 
thereafter they had to manage to 
make a living as best they could

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TRUE, not all those who seek exit!

cent of visa applicants are sufficient 
to deter many others from even try- 
ing. Harassment and pressures are 
the whip the authorities crack over 
the heads of would-be emigrants. -
